He said, however, 
that his organization would 
prefer to get the water from 
Arlington Heights because he 
was convinced that the area 
would eventually come into 
the village. 
None of Palco’s presently 
owned 60 lots are contiguous 
to the village, a necessary re­ 
quirement f o r annexation. 
Trustees are hoping, however, 
that the lure of water will 
spur the developer to acquire 
other lots and seek annexation 
to the village.* * * 
THOUGH Village Manager 
L. A. Hanson noted that the 
developer is exceeding coun­ 
ty requirements by putting in 
underground

and paved streets with curbs 
and gutters, Trustee William 
Sauer observed he is under no 
obligation to continue doing so 
as long as he is outside the 
village. 
Gravel roads 
and 
open drainage ditches would 
be sufficient under county 
regulations. 
It was also noted the hous­ 
es are going up on lots with 
40 and 50 foot frontages. Ar­ 
lington Heights zoning code 
requires a 70 foot frontage. 
The difference is not as great 
as it seems, however, for 
there have been waivers of 
the 70 ft. requirement in the 
village when a property own­ 
er is unable to comply.

A Prime Need Stressed 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS trustees found themselves in 
a bind this week. 
Developers of a subdivision going up just outside the 
village’s southern limits requested village w ater be run 
into their homes on the grounds that the area will eventual­ 
ly be annexed to Arlington Heights. 
The assumption is probably correct. The village’s 
master plan envisions Arlington Heights’ eventual south­ 
ern boundary as the toll road. Until annexed, however, 
the builders can continue constructing houses on lots 
with 40 and 50 foot frontages, governed only by county 
standards, far below’ those of Arlington Heights. 
Fearing lack of control of the development, trustees 
denied the requested water. The developer claims he can 
get w ater elsewhere. If he does, he can not only continue 
building under county requirements, but will complicate 
any future expansion of the village to the south. 
The quandary in which the village board finds itself 
dramatizes one of Arlington Heights’ prime needs: 
A detailed annexation plan and an aggressive cam­ 
paign to sell it to property owners surrounding the vil­ 
lage. 
One of Arlington Heights’ few’ hopes to attract indus­ 
try and broaden its tax base is to annex unincorporated 
land for such a purpose. But unattached land is hungrily 


being eyed by other communities. 
Elk Grove Village has had propositions from builders 
to extend its boundaries north of the toll road. Des Plaines 
is on the move. Palatine recently moved up to Arlington 
Heights’ western boundary. 
Aside from the growing scarcity of land, the recently 
adopted 
comprehensive 
county 
zoning 
code 
c a s t s 
some doubt on the mile and a half control communities 
were once thought to have over unincorporated land sur­ 
rounding their boundaries. 
If property surrounding Arlington Heights is allowed 
to develop under standards less than those of the village. 
it will, when annexed, lower the value of village proper­ 
ty. 
An example of the problems that can be created by 
such development is Arlington Heights Park Manor in 
the eastern portion of the village. The subdivision was 
eventually annexed by the village to control its growth, 
but only after it was subdivided and built up with septic 
tanks and wells.

Initially, National Institutes 
of Health research g r a n t s 
could only be made on a year- 
to-year b a s i s , but now the 
average grant is for t h r e e 
y e a r s . Lutheran General’s 
$52,600 grant extends over a 
three year period. 
Since its inception in 1946, 
the research grants program 
has operated under a basic 
tenet that the integrity and 
independence of the research 
w o r k e r and freedom from 
control, direction, regimenta­ 
tion, and outside interference 
is paramount. This philoso­ 
phy is a very important rea­ 
son why the research pro­ 
gram has been so successful. 
THE HIGH level of health 
standards in America today 
is no doubt greatly influenced 
by the outstanding success 
achieved in medical research 
programs carried out in the 
past under the direction of 
NIH. Likewise, research proj­ 
ects, numbering in excess of 
9,000, being carried on this 
year in more than 750 non­ 
federal institutions will have 
an important bearing on the 
future health of the American 
people whose life span has al­ 
ready been increased to more 
than 70 years. 
The balance of the f u n d s 
appropriated this year for the 
National Institutes of Health 
is being used in medical re­ 
search at its vast facilities in 
Bethesda, Maryland. S e v e n 
national institutes doing re­ 
search in neurological diseas­ 
es and b l i n d n e s s , mental 
health, cancer, arthritic and 
metabolic diseases, a i l e rgy 
and infectious diseases, heart, 
and dental r e s e a r c h are 
ocated in the twenty build­ 
ings making up this h u g e 
medical center. One of these 
buildings is a unique 14 story’ 
hospital in which laboratory 
facilities o c c u p y as much 
space as patient areas. The 
total staff of NIH, most of 
whom are located at Bethes­ 
da, number more than 7,000 
inc I u d i n g about 1,000 with 
doctoral degrees.

“IT’S TO bad 
that 
Bel­ 
gium, a comparatively small 
country in Europe, only comes 
into world news when some­ 
thing goes wrong,” he began. 
‘‘The central African Congo, 
about one-third the size of the 
United States, has a popula­ 
tion of 13 million natives and 
IOO thousand Europeans. The 
Belgian government colonized 
the Congo region in 1908, and 
when we came in, there was 
no existing government. 
‘‘Native tribes, 
separated 
by space and customs, were 
only 
remotely 
associated. 
There was no written lang­ 
uage. The people were unedu­ 
cated, 
ravaged by disease, 
engaged in barbaric prac­ 
tices. 
‘‘We took on a great chal­ 
lenge and even a greater re­ 
sponsibility in entering the Af­ 
rican continent, but we hoped 
to bring about the first real 
solidarity and cohesion of the 
peoples.”

HE POINTED to his coun­ 
try’s success in halting the 
raids of Arabic slave traders, 
establishing 
highways 
and 
schools, implementing social 
and labor legislaion. 
Under Belgian direction the 
first Congolese 
universities 
were established, one at Leo­ 
poldville and one at Elizabeth­ 
ville. 
Natives accepted the 
guidance of Belgian leaders 
and began to prosper. 
‘‘Our long range plan wTas 
to develop the Congo politi­ 
cally, socially, and economi­ 
cally so that it could one day 
take care of itself,” Standaert 
said. ‘‘Then we planned to 
pull out. 
‘‘But a short time ago, as 
recently as 1955, outside oc­ 
curences began to affect inter­ 
nal politics in the Congo. Con­ 
ference of natives in Ghana 
and other countries urged im­ 
mediate independence for the 
black peoples. 
“Patrice Lumumba, some­ 
times prime minister of the 
new Congolese state, attended 
a 1958 independence confer­ 
ence, returning to the Congo 
to spread the flame of nation­ 
alism.”

STANDAERT explained that 
political 
parties 
began 
to 
spring up like 
mushrooms, 
some adopting codes of vio­ 
lence and inciting native up­ 
risings. 
“As early as January, 1959. 
Belgian leaders realized there 
were only twro basic solutions 
to the problem. The first, in­ 
volving military force, was 
not in keeping with Belgium’s 
moral standards and was re­ 
jected,” Standaert said. 
'The 
second 
solution in­ 
volved the continuance of ed­ 
ucation in the attempt to con­ 
structively ready the Congo­ 
lese for self-government. We 
chose this path, but needed 
more time 
to prepare new

In September, 1959, Belgian 
governors forecast the Congo 
would be independent in four 
years,

THE CONGO’S unsettled af­ 
fairs caused economic invest­ 
ments to cease. The program 
of preparation was stifled. 
The Belgians countered with 
an offer of independence in

Native leaders 
roared their disapproval. 
“Our backs were to the 
wall,” 
Standaert 
reflected. 
“We were forced to set June 
30, 
1960, 
as 
Independence 
Day. General elections w’ere 
held and a parliament consti­ 
tuted. 
“Then, after our withdraw­ 
al, we drew heavy criticism 
for (I) leaving too soon, and 
(2) leaving too late. Our posi­ 
tion was untenable. Today’s 
Congo strife is the result.” 
Standaert said that the Bel­ 
gian government does not re­ 
sent United Nations interven­ 
tion in the Congo, but that it 
does not agree with all U.N. 
methods of restoring order.

HE CITED the peace of the 
Katanga Province, an area 
the Belgians claim needed no 
direction from outsiders. 
Today, the Consulate Gener­ 
al concluded,the Belgian gov­ 
ernment stands ready to pro­ 
vide technical assistance to its 
longtime colonies if requested 
to do so. 
“We tried to head off the 
necessity of looking at the 
s i t u a t i o n in retrospect,” 
Standaert reflected, “and can 
now only make available our 
facilities as coming from one 
independent 
nation 
to 
an­ 
other.” 
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CONSULATE GENERAL Felix Standaert 
told members of the Arlington Heights Ro­ 
tary club last Thursday that “Belgium was 
placed in an untenable position in the Con­ 
go, being unable to please the natives or 


the rest of the world in the matter of with­ 
drawal from the central African colonies.”

Aim of Computer System 


In a further major move 
toward 
“automated”

Some 25,000 driver exam­ 
ination reports, convictions, 
license renewal applications, 
and accident records will be 
processed by the computer 
system daily. After automat­ 
ically determining the posi­ 
tive 
driver’s 
identification 
number for each transaction, 
the 7070 scans the tape file 
of 5 million drivers, match­ 
ing each of the day’s trans­ 
actions against 
the driver’s 
master record. 
In millisecond 
speeds 
(a 
millisecond is one-thousandth 
part of a second) the IBM 
7070 will update driver’s rec­ 
ords, issue new and renewal 
licenses, suspension and re­ 
vocation notices, and traffic 
safety 
citations to 
drivers 
who have had no accidents 
or convictions since the last 
license renewal.

IF THE information com­ 
piled by the 7070 would af­ 
fect the status of a driver’s 
license, an abstract 
of the 
driver’s complete record is 
automatically printed out for 
use 
by 
a 
trained 
review 
officer prior to issuance of a 
suspension or revocation no­ 
tice. 
Each compilation by t h e 
computer results in automat­ 
ic preparation of the docu­ 
ment to be mailed to the driv­ 
er as well as an updating of 
the 
license 
division’s 
own 
files. Licenses, warning let­ 
ters, suspensions, and can­ 
cellations are all prepared on 
highspeed printers operating 
directly from magnetic tape. 
In illustrating the speed of 
the new system, Secretary 
Carpentier pointed out that 
the IBM 7070 is capable of 
reading all 1,800 pages of the 
Chicago telephone 
directory 
in three and one-half minutes 
and adding up all the num­ 
bers in 81 seconds.

State Teletype Network Now Available to Police 


Any 
law 
enforcem e n t 
agency in the northwest sub­ 
urban area is now able to 
join a 
state 
wide 
teletype 
network, according to Illinois 
Bell Manager G. W. Kaucher, 
Arlington Heights. 


Police 
officials, 
including 
the 
Illinois 
Association 
of 
Chiefs of Police, have been 
cooperating with Illinois Bell 
for several years in planning 
and designing this new sys­ 
tem. 
The new network provides 
for the first time a flat rate 
monthly charge for m essages 
from law enforcement groups 
using a teletype system. Pre­ 
viously charges were figured 
on a mileage basis.

A FLAT RATE is consid­ 
ered beneficial to the munic­ 
ipal 
agencies 
involved 
be­ 
cause funds for this purpose 
must be budgeted in advance. 
“As various police and law 
enforcement 
agencies 
avail 
themselves of this service,” 
said Kaucher, “it will be a 
boon in aiding the apprehen­ 
sion of law violators cross­ 
ing city and county lines.” 
“The reliability 
and speed 
of the teletype network will 
strengthen police communica­ 
tions and put law enforce­ 
ment agencies in all corners 
of the state in constant and 
immediate touch with each 
other,” he said.

MESSAGES sent from any 
point can be received in a 
matter of minutes by all par­ 
ticipating agencies. The sys­ 
tem could flash detailed de­ 
scriptions of missing or want­ 
ed persons;

other information.

Governor William G. Stratton this week announced 
that the last paving section on Congress Street Express­ 
way, main Chicago traffic route between the city’s loop 
area and lake front and western suburbs of Cook coun­ 
ty, will be opened to traffic on Wednesday, October 12. 
A program marking completion of the $177,000,000 
expressway is being plan­ 
ned on that date. First sug­ 
gested more than 40 years 
ago, most of the 15 mile 
expressway has been com­ 
pleted in the last eight 
years. 
A total of $105,000,000 in 
state, county, and city con­ 
tracts to complete the proj­ 
ect has been let since Gover­ 
nor Stratton took office. 
J. 
Russell 
Christianson, 
president of Oak Park, will 
preside at ceremonies con­ 
ducted on the expressway. 


Mayors and presidents of cit­ 
ies and villages along the 
route will participate, along 
with Governor Stratton. 
THE GOVERNOR said that 
state workmen are now com­ 
pleting the last construction 
project on the expressway in 
the vicinity of Oak Park. The 
project consists of about two 
and one half miles of paving 
between Des Plaines ave. and 
Central ave. 
It is the final portin of a 
6.8 mile stretch constructed 
by the state, involving the re­ 
location twice of two railroad 


lines. 
Completion of this project 
will eliminate a traffic bottle­ 
neck on the expressway that 
has existed since the first 
sections of the paving were 
opened to traffic.

AN AVERAGE of 160,000 
vehicles daily are expected to 
use the expressway, which 
has been under construction 
for a number of years under 
supervision of the Illinois Di­ 
vision of Highways and in co­ 
operation with the city of Chi­ 
cago and Cook county. 
Motorists using the express­ 
way will save between 30 
minutes and one hour daily 
travel time in each direction 
between the western subur­ 
ban areas and Chicago’s loop 
district and lake front as 
compared to the time re­ 
quired on regular routes.

PALATINE high s c h o o l 
with 1,594 students is almost 
400 students over the building 
capacity of 1,200.

How Seed Law Keeps Standards High 


If Frost Dates Are Normal 
Most Corn Will Survive 


by L. H. SIMERL 
About 96 per cent of Illinois corn will “beat the 
freeze” if the first killing frosts come at the normal 
dates or later. About 98 per cent of the soybeans will 
mature before the normal dates of killing frosts, accord­ 
ing to estimates by the Illinois Cooperative Crop Re­ 
porting service and the Weather bureau. 
The average dates of the 
first killing frosts range 
from Oct. I in the north­ 
western corner of the state 
to Oct. 30 in the extreme 
southern tip. By killing 
frost we mean a freeze that 
will stop the growth of corn 
and beans over an area as 
large as a county. 
In the northern fourth of Il­ 
linois, where planting was de­ 
layed most, 89 per cent of the 


corn and beans will be safe 
from damage if frost comes 
at the normal time or later. 
Western Illinois aso has much 
late corn and beans, but this 
section should have about IO 
days more before frost than 
the northern end of the state.

If the 
frosts came 20 days early, 
about 55 per cent of the com 
and 45 per cent of the beans 
would be nipped. 
Killing frosts first 
invade 
Illinois from the north, but 
Lake 
Michigan holds 
them 
back from the counties around 
Chicago. By October 5 frost 
has usually covered four or 
five counties in the northwest 
corner. 
The 
invasion then 
spreads 
rapidly, 
especially 
down the middle of the state. 
By October IO the frost line 
has bulged southward to be­ 
low LaSalle in the center of 
the state, and by the 15th it 
has gone below Springfield. 
At 
about 
tile 
same time, 
freezing 
tem peratures creep 
over the Illinois state line 
from central Indiana. 
Other areas of mid-Illinois 
are more frost resistant. Thus 
frosts 
may 
be 
later 
at 
Kankakee and Galesburg than 
at 
Springfield, 
which is 60 
miles farther south. 


T H E C H A M P A I G N - 
Ford-Douglas-Piatt 
counties 
area has been especially frost 
resistant. The average date of 
the first killing frost in this 
area is October 20 to 25, or IO 
days later than in the Spring- 
field-Lincoln-Peoria area. 
A similar frost-resistant is­ 
land appears in southeastern 
Illinois from around Olney 
south to McLeansboro and 
Carmi. A long string of frost- 
resistant counties is also found 
along the southwestern edge 
of the state, along the Missis­ 
sippi river, from around Quin­ 
cy south to Cairo. 
Exclusive of the exceptions 
noted before, the average date 
of first killing frosts in east- 
central and southern Illinois is 
October 15 to 20. These are the 
typical dates for killing frosts 
over a large and irregular­ 
shaped area extending from 
just west of Chicago and in­ 
cluding 
Kankakee, Decatur, 
Lawrenceville, 
H arrisbur g, 
Mt. Vernon, Vandalia, Carlin­ 
ville, Macomb and Monmouth. 


Only seeds shipped in inter­ 
state commerce are directly 
affected by the Federal Seed 
Law. However, for the p a s t 
20 years this law has helped 
to maintain h i g h standards 
for all agricultural seeds in 
commerce. 
Seeds sold outside the pro­ 
ducing state must contain la­ 
bels and meet certain purity 
and germination tests. Here 
is what the law and regula­ 
tions require: 
On the label: I. Kind of 
seed — each one over 5 per 
cent; 2.

will bar seeds from interstate 
shipment. 
The Federal Seed Act also 
covers entry of foreign seeds. 
Excluded are seeds that: 
I. 
contain more than 5 per cent 
of another seed (except mix­ 
tures of alsike and red of 
white clover and certain other 
mixtures designated by the 
Secretary of Agriculture); 2. 
have a high noxious w e e d 
content or that have less than 
75 per cent pure live seed; 3. 
are stained contrary to regu­ 
lations of the secretary of ag­ 
riculture. (Note: Imported al­ 
falfa and red clover must be 
stained to indicate country of 
origin. Most of these seeds 
come from Canada.) 
There is, of course, continu­ 
ous sampling, testing and in­ 
spection of seeds. Stiff penal­ 
ties apply when p e r s o n s 
knowingly violate this law’. A 
fine of up to $1,000 may be 
imposed for a first offense 
and up to $2,000 for subse­ 
quent violations. Shipments in 
violation may be seized and 
destroyed. 
One exception in the law 
covers farm ers who sell seed 
they have produced directly 
to a consumer in a n o t h e r 
state. None of the above pro­ 
visions apply to such sales. 
It appears that this law has 
done a great deal to stand­ 
ardize the seed market, to 
make certain that buyers are 
informed about the seeds they 
are buying and that s e e d s 
m o v i n g in interstate com­ 
merce are suitable for plant­ 
ing.

Someone has said “public 
relations means treating the 
public better than you would 
your relation.” 
I've heard a lot about pub­ 
lic relations recently. Some­ 
times the public does not un­ 
derstand our problems so we 
must do a good job informing 
them. I write this column to 
s u p p l y information to my 
readers and also try to build 
better public relations. 
A farm adviser deals in 
public relations every day — 
e v e r y phone call, personal 
contact, letter and public ap­ 
pearance adds to or detracts 
from the public opinion of the 
extension service. I try to 
create a better understanding 
between rural and urban peo­ 
ple. When the public tears 
down the farmer, you must 
build him back up. Remem­ 
ber that 40 per cent of 
the 
jobs in the United States are 
related to agriculture. Our 
people are the best fed, best 
clothed and enjoy the highest 
standard of living of any peo­ 
ple in the world.

PEOPLE SHOULD k n o w 


that agriculture is basic to a 
sound economy. If agriculture 
fails, sooner or later the en­ 
tire economy will fail. 
There is a story of a dairy 
calf that drank from a pail 
every morning. One morning 
the calf stuck up his tail and 
down the road he went with 
the steers. The farm er didn’t 
worry because he knew the 
calf would be back because 
he needed milk. When the calf 
got hungry - he did come 
back. 
A similar story could be ap­ 
plied to people. Some have 
thought the farm er is rela­ 
tively unimportant today as 
far as food is concerned be­ 
cause of the abundant supply 
we have had in recent years. 
This has really never worried 
me because I know when the 
people in our c o u n t r y get 
hungry they'll come back. 
They will admit they need the 
farmer. In the meantime- let 
us all try to build good public 
relations. Let’s constantly re­ 
mind the people that food is 
an excellent buy, and that 
food comes first.

In August, prices received by 
farm ers for butterfat averag­ 
ed 80 per cent of parity, while 
prices received for milk aver­ 
aged 85 per cent. 
Total milk production in the 
United States has held around 
125 billion pounds 
annually 
for five years. Total output 
has been stable because the 
increase in production per 
cow has been offset by a de­ 
crease in the number of cows. 
COW NUMBERS decreased 
less this year than In 19 5 9 
and 1958. In those years many 
dairymen shifted to beef cat­ 
tle. The decline in prices of 
beef cattle in the past 18 
months has tended to slow 
the swatch from dairy to beef. 
The increase in 
production 
per cow has offset the decline 
in cow numbers and provided 
an increase of about one per 
cent in milk production com­ 
pared with a year ago. But 
this increase is less than the 
growth in population, which is 
about I 2^3 per cent a year. 
If the reduction in cow num­ 
bers is halted, increased pro­ 
duction per cow would soon 
produce surplus problems. 
The government price-sup- 


port program for milk and 
cream is carried out by CCC 
purchases of cheese, butter 
and nonfat dry milk. 
Sales of cheese to the CCC 
have decreased to the van­ 
ishing point over the past four 
years. Such sales de c I i n e d 
from 241 million pounds in 
1957 to 80 million pounds in 
1958, to 5 million pounds in 
1959 and to less than % mil­ 
lion pounds so far this year. 
Purchases of b u 11 e r for 
price support decreased from 
359 million pounds in 1953 to 
124 million pounds last year. 
So far this year the CCC has 
b o u g h t about 
the 
same 
amount of butter as in I 9 5 9. 
P R I C E • SUPPORT pur­ 
chases of nonfat dry 
milk 
reached an all-time record 
high of 886 million pounds in 
1958 and then declined to 830 
million pounds last year. De­ 
liveries to the United States 
Department of Agricu 11 u r e 
have continued at about the 
same rate so far in 1960. 
Average prices received by 
farm ers for milk have been 
steady to slightly higher since 
1954. An exception was 19 5 8, 
when prices declined a bit. 
The Illinois farm price for 
fluid milk m arkets averaged 
$3.80 per hundred pounds in 
August, 20 cents more than a 
year before. 
Cow numbers are decreas­ 
ing faster in Illinois than in 
most other states. In the past 
IO years Illinois lost 30 per 
cent of its cows, while the 
wThole country lost only 13 per 
cent.

Taxes paid on Illinois farm 
land climbed to a record high 
in 1959, a University of Illi­ 
nois professor of agricultural 
law reported this week. 
N. G. P. Krauz said Illinois 
landowners p a i d out $118.7 
million, or 14 per cent of their 
net income. 
The 1959 real estate t a x 
take was 3.7 per cent above 
that of 1958 and about four 
times as much as that of 1940. 
The national increase f r o m 
1958 to 1959, however, averag­ 
ed 8 per cent. 
I l l i n o i s topped all other 
corn - belt states in tax levy 
per acre. While Illinois land­ 
owners paid $3.93 an acre, 
other corn - belt landowners 
averaged only $2. an acre. 
The national average is $1.11. 


Four northeastern states had 
higher per acre taxes t h a n 
Illinois. 
High value of Illinois and 
does not account entirely for 
the higher taxes. When Krauz 
computed the taxes on the 
basis of $100 value, Illinois 
tax remained the highest in 
the corn belt and 45 per cent 
above the U. S. average.

Rising enrollment creates de­ 
mands for new schools, addi 
tional staff and greater oper 
ating revenues.

Publish New Drug Rules 


Antibiotics and other drugs 
cannot be sold for treating 
milk - producing animals if 
residues can be found in the 
milk more than 96 hours aft­ 
er administration, or if the 
time needed for the drug to 
disappear from the milk has 
not been determined. 
This constitutes the heart 
of new regulations published 
by the U. S. Food and Drug 
administration, according to 
Dr. J. R. Pickard, University 
of Illinois extension veteri- 
n a r i a n. 
The regulations, 
w’hich aim to prevent antibi­ 
otic and other drug residues 
in milk, become effective No­ 
vember 29. 
The new’ regulations a l s o 
call for label statements on 


drugs telling farm ers t h a t 
they are required to discard 
milk for 96 hours after dos­ 
age, or whatever shorter per­ 
iod is adequate to free the 
milk from the drug. A previ­ 
ous regulation required simi­ 
lar labeling for udder infusion 
antibiotics and drugs. 
The new regulations cover 
all drugs and all d o s a g e 
forms intended for use in ani­ 
mals producing milk for food 
use. They were made neces­ 
sary by recent reasearch find­ 
ings indicating that the use of 
injectable antibiotics and cer­ 
tain other drugs and dosage 
forms, as well as the udder 
infusion products, contamina­ 
ted the milk of treated ani­ 
mals. 
Floor Laying Cuts 


Poultry Profits 


A University of I l l i n o i s 
poultry specialist reports that 
floor laying seems to be in­ 
creasing in poultry f l o c k s 
around the state. 
S. F . Ridlen warned that 
floor laying, compared with 
nest laying, means lower pro­ 
fits for poultrymen. 
Floor laying also means ex­ 
tra time and labor to collect 
the eggs. Most of the e g g s 
are dirty, requiring m o r e 
cleaning time. Some are so 
badly stained that they can’t 
be completely cleaned. These 
eggs are worth little money. 
Floor laying also increases 
cracking and breaking. This 
often leads to egg eating, a 
hard - to - stop habit among 
hens. 
*

* 
HERE ARE SOME reasons 
for floor laying: I. Failing to 
house pullets before they be­ 
gin laying. 2. Providing to o 
few nests. Allow one nest for 
every four or five hens. 
If 
using community nests, pro­ 
vide one square foot of nest­ 
ing space for four or five 
birds. 
Other reasons are: placing 
the nests in too much light or 


too high. Keep nests in dark­ 
er areas of the hen house and 
at reasonable heights. Letting 
the n e s t i n g m aterial get 
dirty. Letting automatic egg- 
gathering belts f r i g h t e n 
young pullets. To avoid this 
problem, let pullets use the 
nests several w e e k s before 
starting the belts. 
If floor laying does start. 
Ridlen advised stopping it as 
soon as possible. Putting wire 
netting over the f a v o r i t e 
floor-nesting areas may help. 
Moving the nests to new lo­ 
cations also has h e l p e d in 
acme flocks.

I recently listened to a very interesting and 
amusing discussion of the work done by Fam­ 
ily Service Agencies. I agree that it seems 
highly unlikely that this subject matter could 
produce an evening of sparkling entertain­ 
ment, however it did. Three members of the 
Lincolnwood Little Theatre presented a short 
play entitled The Broken Circle which, with 
its humor and easily identifiable situations 
and people, gave the audience a lot of fun 
along with a message. 
My friend, Nancy, Is a member of tills 
little theatre group and although has been 
active in many of their plays, this is her 
first fling at “one night stands’* for PTA 
groups around tile Chicago area. When she 
told me about tile program I was naturally 
interested in seeing her, but I also was 
anxious to see if the play would be suitable 
for our parents’ group. It certainly would 
be—for ours or for yours. 
The play dealt with that activity of the 
Family Service Agency which counsels hus­ 
bands and wives on the problems that arise 
in their home lives. Many of the situations 
could have come right out of our own home— 
the struggle with expenses, the disciplining of 


the children, the wife's fight for her right to 
the checking account, etc. The play could 
have been pretty grim but it wasn’t, due to 
clever dialogue and a rather light approach 
to the problems. Of course the couple work 
their problems out through visits to the Fam­ 
ily Service Agency. 
These visits make it quite clear in the 
play that couples who need advice are 
neither pressured to reveal any more of 
their personal lives than is necessary to 
resolve their problem nor to return for more 
counseling if they choose not to. 
W’eeks 
passed between the visits that the couple in 
the play made, but finally they found the 
solutions to their difficulties and tile play 
ended happily. 
This is an entertaining way to show par­ 
ents what your community’s Family Service 
Agency can do. I inquired and was told that 
the name of the one in your area is the North­ 
west Family Service. If you think your school 
PTA would be interested you can call this 
agency and find out how to have this play 
brought to them.

the 35-year-old Des Plaines 
resident. “You can give more 
to an art when you don’t 
do something full time that 
gives you a similar creative 
ouUet.” 
His analogy is the potential 
novel-writing newspaper re­ 
porter: a man who is able to 
achieve a certain amount of 
creative writing on the job so 
his urge to create the novel 
is abated. 
• 
• 
* 
THAT HUGHES' avocation 
has not been abated is evi­ 
denced by 40 plays in which 
he has acted and 65 he has 
directed. Now, in addition to 
his directing duties for the 
Players, 
he 
holds 
weekly 
method classes in Arlington 
Heights, Palatine, and Hoff­ 
man Estates. 
What makes the success of 
little theater so important to 
Hughes is that he feels it is 
now the only cultural 
me­ 
dium in the suburbs. 
He sees it as something that 
should be all community en­ 
compassing 
and 
inter-com­ 
munity encompassing. “If one 
town’s 
amateur theatric a I 
group is unsuccessful, it is a 
black eye 
for 
the rest of 
them,” he said. 
Hughes tries to bring to 
each group he works with a 
degree of professional acting 
as wrell as a new sense of 
leadership and organization. 
He admitted he would rather 
work with untrained actors— 
persons who haven’t become 
stereotyped — because 
it’s 
easier 
to 
imbue 
them 
with the 
character 
they 
play.” 
He also said he was prone 
to type-cast actors: just be­ 
cause it is easier for the 
audience to believe a charac­ 
ter if the actor has the strong 
basic qualities and looks of 
the character. 
The purpose of his classes 
—from which many of the

groups are drawn—is to put 
persons at ease on the stage 
and to give them knowledge 
of the methods of acting. 
“ You can’t give a person 
talent if he doesn’t have it,” 
he said. “But you can teach 
them to use well the talent 
they have.”• • • 
HIS TWO HOURS of class 
each week with each group 
are 
serious 
business. The 
persons are there to learn. 
Their goal is polishing short 
scenes 
sufficiently so they 
can 
be 
exchanged 
with 
neighboring towns. He plans 
to go as far afield with these 
groups as Morton Grove and 
similar groups on the North 
Shore. 
Interested In the theater 
since he was 16, Hughes has 
had 
training 
at 
Chicago’s 
Goodman 
theater. 
His di­ 
recting duties have been in 
DesPlaines and Chevy Chase. 
He has also put in a two-year 
teaching stint at Barat col­ 
lege, Lake Forest, and made 
commercial movies. His fa­ 
vorite is “A Street” for which 
he lived on Skid Row for six 
weeks.
